Last Monday afternoon the Woman’s 
jj club listened, with much pleasure, to 
Mr. James Main Nixon, who lectured on 
“The Age of (Jueen Anne: a Literary 
Study.” Mr. Nixon is a scholar of pro'- 
found attainments and of great ability. 
He is able to see an age as a whole, and 
S' to appreciate its incongruities as well as 
its strength, therefore a lecture which 
gave much food for thought; and sug- 
S gestions for further study, were inter¬ 
s' spersed with many stories which showed 
the humorous side of the age. 

.' The (Jucen Anne period is instantly 
*' familiar because of style of architecture 
which the age has given, an architecture 
particularly suited to homes, an archi¬ 
tecture in which woman had a voice, 

; and in which the comfort of the family 
r had been considered. England earlier 
gave woman a high place as mistress of 
, the home, and recognized her as capable 
, of having a voice in its construction, 
than did any other nation. 

The most prominent building in Lon- 
, don in that day was Saint Paul’s cathe¬ 
dral, whose vast dome which overlooked 
, the city was fast nearing completion. It 
i was begun in 1675, by Sir Christopher 
Wren, and it is interesting to note that 
, although it was thirty-five years in pro¬ 
cess of construction, the same architect, 

I the same bishop and the same woman 
who began it, lived to see it completed. 

One of the leading lights of the age 
was Daniel DeFoe, author of the im¬ 
mortal “Robinson Crusoe,” who was be¬ 
fore all else a typical newspaper editor, 
and who, for remarks uncomplimentary 
to the ministry in his paper, “The True 
Englishman” was thrown into prison, 
i He was further punished by being lead 
up to ridicule in the pillory, but this 
attempt was converted into an ovation 
by the populace, who heartily sympa- 
I thized with his demand for “free speech, 
free discussion, and free publication. 

John Lochc was still alive; he was 
living quietly in the country, spending 
his last years in the study of the Scrip¬ 
tures, after he had spent years teaching 
his own doctrine that the intellect knows 
nothing which has not entered it 
through the senses, a doctrine which 
destroys the value ol the doctrines of 
Christianity which are founded largely 
upon faith. 

Jonathan Swift, priest, poet, politician 
and pamphleteer expected reward for par¬ 
tisan work in church preferment. He 
was a man with a mighty intellect, but 
his nature was so far embittered by dis¬ 
appointment that he spent his strength 
in cynical criticism of the church, state 
and individuals. By his cutting epi¬ 
grams he -succeeded in losing an ap¬ 
pointment to the bishopric which he 
coveted, but because of Lord Halifax
